Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the Year 1945, in compliance with Section 
Twenty-three of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

Crop conditions generally throughout Canada in 1945 were much less 
favourable than in the previous year, resulting in reduced production of all 
grains. 

The estimated acreage sown to wheat in Canada in 1945 was slightly in 
excess of the acreage sown in 1944—23,414,100 acres as compared with 23,284,200 
acres, but the estimated yield showed a decline from 435 million bushels in 1944 to 
308 million bushels in 1945. 

The estimated acreage sown to oats was 14,393,200 acres compared with 
14,315,000 acres in 1944, with an estimated yield, however, of 121 million bushels 
less than in 1944—378 million bushels as compared with 499 million bushels. 

The estimated barley acreage was approximately the same as in the previous 
year—7,350,000 acres in 1945 and 7,290,700 acres in 1944, but the estimated 
production in 1945 was 38 million bushels less—156 million bushels compared 
with 194 million bushels. 

The estimated acreage sown to rye in 1945 decreased from 647,950 acres in 
1944 to 487,100 acres, with reduced production of 5,963,000 bushels as compared 
with 8,526,000 bushels in 1944. 

The acreage sown to flaxseed continues to decrease, only an estimated 
1,059,200 acres being seeded in 1945 as compared with 1,323,100 acres in 1944. 
Production is estimated at 7,432,000 bushels in 1945 as compared with 9,668,000 
bushels in the previous year. 

As at July 31, 1945, the total carry-over of wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
flaxseed in Canada amounted to only 366 million bushels as compared with 498 
millions in 1944, and with reduced production the question of storage, which was a 
matter of grave concern during the preceding years, now presents no problem. 

The amount of grain shipped from the Lakehead during the 1945 season of 
navigation—483 • 7 million bushels—exceeded the record movement of 456 million 
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bushels in 1944 and at the end of December, 1945 there was only approxi 
mately 36 million bushels of grain in store at the Head of the Lakes. All stocl 1 
have been shipped out of the temporary terminal annexes and some of thes ] 
buildings are now being demolished. 

With the cessation of hostilities shipments from Pacific Ports have increase \ 
appreciably. During the crop year ended July 31, 1945, 7,750,820 bushels < ] 
wheat were shipped and of this total over four million bushels were shipped i 
the months of June and July. During the first five months of the present crc 
year shipments of wheat amount to over 24 million bushels.

ELEVATOR CHARGES < 

The usual public meetings to hear representations regarding the maximui' 
tariffs of elevator charges to be fixed by the Board for the crop year commencii 
August 1, 1945, were held by the Board at Vancouver, Winnipeg and Toronto i 
June and July, 1945. i 

The maximum charges fixed by the Board provided for an increase in tl J 
maximum storage rate at country and terminal elevators from one-fiftieth of or 
cent (l/50c.) per bushel per day to one forty-fifth of one cent (l/45c.) per bush ' 
per day. The allowance for invisible loss and shrinkage at terminal elevators wa 
increased on rye from fifty-six (56) pounds per car to seventy (70) pounds pe 
car and on flax from fifty-six (56) pounds per car to eighty (80) pounds per car. 

The maximum cleaning charges at terminal elevators on rye were mad 
the same as for wheat and oats and the returns for dockage were also change 
to be the same as on wheat, except that the allowance for waste to be deducts ^ 
from such returns from rye was fixed at one per cent (1%) as against one-half«f 
one per cent (§%) in the case of wheat. 1 

The allowance for waste on returns of dockage from flax was increased fron 
one per cent (1%) to two per cent (2%). j

LAKE FREIGHT RATES E 

The maximum rates fixed by the Board in June, 1941, under the provisioi ] 
of the Inland Water Freight Rates Act, for the carriage of wheat from Foi 1 
William and Port Arthur to Bay Ports, Goderich, Sarnia, Port Colborne, Kin? 
ston, Prescott, Montreal and other St. Lawrence Ports, with increased rates i j 
the month of December on account of increased insurance costs, remained i J 
effect throughout the 1945 season of navigation, except that the maximum rat [ 
on export wheat transferred at Sarnia, Port Colborne, Humberstone, Kingston j 
Prescott or Toronto was increased by three-quarters of one cent (fc.) per bush 1 
allowable only to the operator of the canal steamer. 


AUDIT OF STOCKS-TERMINAL AND EASTERN ELEVATORS 

Of the ten terminal elevators at the Head of the Lakes not weighed over« 
1944 it was only possible to weigh over three before the opening of navigation i f 
1945. The stocks of grain in the remaining seven elevators were estimated. ( 

The reduction in stocks of grain in store at the Head of the Lakes at tin 
close of navigation in December, 1945, provided a good opportunity for auditing <j 
the stocks in store in the terminal elevators at Fort William and Port Arthur affij 
at the end of 1945 the audit of the stocks in all these elevators except one had beei ^ 
completed or was under way. While all the statements of the results of thes 
audits have not yet been completed, up to the present no excess as defined i 1 
Section 138 of the Canada Grain Act has been disclosed. E 
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xi The stocks in store at the Canadian Government Interior Terminal Eleva- 
:1 tors at Saskatoon, Moose Jaw, Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Prince 
e$ Rupert have been audited during 1945 but no excess was disclosed. 

As there has been no movement of grain either into or out of the semi-public 
terminal elevator at Churchill, Manitoba, operated by the National Harbours 
< Board, the stocks were again estimated in September, 1945.

• 0 Of the eight semi-public terminal elevators in British Columbia five have 
been audited during the year, and at one elevator a small excess was disclosed 
for which settlement was made to the Board in the amount of $62.11. Of the 
other three elevators, the stocks in one were estimated in June, 1945, but the audit 
of the stocks in the other two has been deferred under the provisions of Order 
in Council P.C. 8892 dated November 18, 1943.

x Of the thirty-one Eastern Elevators only thirty were licensed for the Crop 
i Year 1944-45 and of these the stocks in twenty-four were weighed over. Over¬ 
ages in excess of one-quarter of one per cent were disclosed at one elevator and a 
, demand has been made on the licensee for settlement to the Board in respect 
thereof in the amount of $1,975.99. The stocks of grain in store in the other six 
' r elevators were estimated in accordance with the provisions of Order in Council 
21 P.C. 5298 dated 2nd of October, 1940.

ENTOMOLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS 

,di 

;ei During 1945 the Board, in co-operation with the Dominion Division of 
e , Entomology, has continued to afford an entomological service to the grain trade 
o for the purpose of supplying advice and assistance in the control of insect infesta¬ 
tions in stored grain. The trade submitted about 700 samples for examination 
and the companies concerned were advised of suitable control measures. A four- 
)l day short course for terminal elevator personnel was held at Toronto, Montreal, 
Fort William and Vancouver and was attended by 229 men, representing 82 
terminal elevators and other organizations interested in problems of grain 
storage. During the year, a circular on grain storage was issued to farmers, a 
25-page bulletin was prepared for terminal elevator personnel, four papers were 
i published in scientific and trade journals and eleven reports were submitted to 
>i the Board and the Division of Entomology. 

Fewer infestations were reported in 1945 than in any other year since 1940. 
j In Western Canada this reduction was largely a result of the movement of grain 
! out of emergency storage. In the Bay Port elevators, the development and 
' application of suitable control measures has reduced the number of infested bins 
by 73 per cent over the past three years. Over this period the greatest improve¬ 
ment occurred this year following the short course for key personnel from these 
elevators. 


WAR RISK INSURANCE ON GRAIN 

The accounts covering the collection of the levy for War Risk Insurance on 
i grain, which was in effect from December 1, 1942 to December 15, 1944, were 
closed early in the year. 

h Total collections by the Board amounted to $1,597,937.85 but of this 
't $27,338.94, on account of reduction in rates effective September 1, 1943, and 
1 $66,606.82, on account of outstanding advances of levy at the close of the scheme, 
EI were refunded to licensees, making net receipts of the levy $1,503,992.09. 

i Interest on advances of levy was paid to licensees in the amount of $7,620.63, 
so that the net receipts under the scheme were $1,496,371.46. 
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ASSISTANT COMMISSIONERS 

The continuance of personal contact by the Assistant Commissioners wit, 
producers and licensees of the Board at country points, together with goo 
prices, has tended to reduce the number of complaints requiring investigate 
during 1945 but the services of these officials continue to be a vital factor in tb s 
administration of the Canada Grain Act. During the year under review the 
have investigated a large number of applications for the opening of car ordi 
books at points where the railway companies do not maintain agents. The 
have also checked the operation of the car order books where evidence of irre 
gularity in operation existed. 


EXPLOSION—SASKATCHEWAN POOL TERMINAL NO. 5. PORT ARTHUR 

A dust explosion and fire at the Saskatchewan Pool Terminal No. 5, Poi, 
Arthur on August 7, 1945 caused the death of 22 employees and burns an j 
other injuries to 34 employees. Seven members of the Board’s inspection an ' 
weighing staffs were working at this elevator at the time of the explosion and c 
these, three were killed instantly; one died as a result of injuries received, on 
suffered severe burns and the other two were slightly injured. 

At the inquest the jury returned a verdict that the fatalities were caused b 
a dust explosion, the immediate cause of which is unknown. The jury mac 
certain recommendations regarding structural improvements and addition; 1 
equipment with a view to reducing the hazards of such an explosion. 

The Ontario Provincial Government, under its Factory, Shop and Offi< , 
Building Act, has under consideration proposed regulations for the preventic 
of dust explosions in grain elevators and the Board is keeping in touch with a 
developments. 


REGISTRATION OF WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS 

The manager of a licensed semi-public terminal elevator at Fort Willian 
having failed to comply with the provisions of Section 4 of the Board’s Regulatio: 
No. 1 in respect to the submission, for registration for cancellation within fortj 
eight hours after the shipment thereof, of registered warehouse receipts fo 
shipments of barley, the Board, after formal investigation under the provision 
of Section 9 of the Canada Grain Act, 1930, imposed a penalty of Two Hundre 
Dollars ($200.00) under the provisions of Section 81 of the Canada Grain Aci 
1930. This penalty was duly paid to the Board. 


CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

The storage space in these elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary 
Edmonton, Lethbridge and Prince Rupert, totalling 18,350,000 bushels, ha 
continued during the past year to be in fair demand, total receipts during thi 
crop year ended July 31, 1945 being 8,788,000 bushels and shipments 9,795,74 
bushels. All the grain that was in store in the Prince Rupert Elevator has beei 
shipped out and the stocks in store at the other elevators at December 28, 194; 
totalled 6,791,311 bushels. 


GRADES FOR BARLEY 

Effective August 1, 1945 changes in the specifications of the Canada Westeri 
Barley grades eliminated all yellow smooth-awn varieties from the statu tor 
grade of No. 3 C.W. Six-row Barley and the smooth-awn varieties “Sanalta 
and “Rex” from the statutory grades of No. 1 C.W. Two-row and No. 2 C.W 
Two-row Barley. Two commercial grades, Nos. 2 and 3 C.W. Yellow, wer 
established for the yellow smooth-awn varieties. 
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COMMITTEES ON GRAIN STANDARDS

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

The Board has continued, under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, to 
01 collect one per cent (1%) of the net value of grain marketed in the three western 
n provinces. During the crop year ended July 31, 1945, the sum of $5,385,602.94 
n was collected, making total collections since the inception of this scheme on 
^August 1, 1939, to July 31, 1945, of $19,293,317.87. 

PERSONNEL

,c Owing to the loss of trained personnel to the Armed Forces, the lack of 
u qualified replacements and the exceptionally large volume of grain moved, the 
continued efficient operation of the services required to be provided by the 
Board has, especially during the last three years, placed a heavy strain on the 
' staff. A number of employees have been retained beyond the normal retiring 

c age but these are now being released.

We are pleased to place on record our appreciation of the very real contri¬ 
bution to Canada’s War Effort made by the staffs of this Board. 

In addition to their other duties, Mr. W. IF Blatchford, Assistant Commis- 
ii sioner at Calgary, Mr. F. J. Rathbone, Assistant Commissioner at Fort William, 
3! and Mr. John Rayner, Secretary of the Board, acted as Chairmen of the Dominion 
j Public Service Section of the National War Finance Committee at Calgary, Fort 
o William and Winnipeg, respectively. 

Commissioner D. A. MacGibbon acted as a member of the Royal Commis- 
3 sion on the Taxation of Annuities and Family Corporations, from December, 

1 1944, to March, 1945. 

We regret to record the retirement from the service, on account of ill health, 
of Mr. E. A. Ursell at the age of 61 years after 36 years of untiring, faithful 
service. He was in charge of the Statistics Branch of the Board for 29 years 
during which time he built up an enviable reputation for the completeness and 
1 accuracy of Canadian grain statistics.

For the first nine months of the current fiscal year the total expenditure w 
$90,892.56 more than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal ye; 
while the revenue foi the same period shows an increase of $138,907.26.

Dear Sir, — I have the honour to submit the following summary of Licensi 
and Bonding for the crop year 1944-45. 

During the season which commenced on August 1, 1944, and ended ^ 
July 31, 1945, one hundred and thirty-six (136) firms and individuals applied i 
licences as required by the provisions of The Canada Grain Act. 
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Five thousand, seven hundred and forty-eight (5,748) applications for 
acences to operate were received and five thousand, seven hundred and twenty- 
e ine (5,729) licences were issued. Fourteen (14) licences were transferred and 
lS Ve (5) applications were withdrawn for various reasons.

ouncil P.C. 4215. Seven (7) of the applications were rejected and/or with- 
•awn and five hundred and six (506) authorities to operate were granted, 
o fee was required from the applicants but they were required to deposit with 
te Board surety bonds to cover their operations at these off-site buildings. 

At December 1, 1944, there were 5,765 buildings classed as Elevators under 
ie provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,735 in the Western Division and 30 
• t the Eastern Division; of these, 5,644 were in operation under licence at that 
tte.

Licence fees collected amounted to $30,300.00; of this amount $10.00 
refunded to applicants on account of applications for licences having 
withdrawn. 

Surety bonds amounting to $27,081,402.65 were executed by fourteen 
of the approved surety companies and were deposited with the Board as sect 
under Section 79 of The Canada Grain Act to cover the operations of the licen 
in addition, four (4) licensees deposited negotiable Government bonds with f 
value of $20,500.00 in lieu of furnishing the usual forms of surety be 
$1,373,500.00 of this security was to cover the grain stored in “Special Anne: 

No changes occurred in the permanent staff of this Branch during the se 
of 1944-45. It was, however, necessary to employ temporary clerical assist 
for a longer period than customary, owing to the fact that the routine woi 
maintaining the records in connection with the collection of the One Percer 
Levy under The Prairie Farm Assistance Act necessitates the full-time ser 
of one of the permanent employees of this Branch whose regular duties have 
performed by temporary employees.

Weighing Services ^ 

In accordance with Section 91 and 123 of the Act, weighing services % 
supplied at all Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Termi a 
Elevators licensed by the Board in the Western Division for the purpose 
weighing all grain received into and discharged out of these elevators. □ 
elevators operating under a Mill Elevator licence, weighing services were 
supplied as required under Section 99, Part 2 of the Act. In the Eastern DivP 1 
weighing services were supplied on a fees basis at the following Eastern Eli 
tors: The Goderich Elevator and Transit Company, Goderich; The Purity FU 
Mills Limited, Goderich; Canada Steamship Lines Limited, Midland; Midlia 
Simcoe Elevator Company, Ltd., Aberdeen Elevator Company, Ltd., Midlasj 
Canadian National Railways Company, Midland; Canadian Pacific Rail was 
Port McNicoll; The Great Lakes Elevator Company, Ltd., Owen Sound; Say 
Elevator Company, Ltd., Sarnia and^Toronto Elevators Limited, Toronto, b 
equipment used for receiving, discharging and weighing of grain in licem 
elevators where weighing services have been supplied, has been continue 
under the supervision of officers of this Branch and the up-keep has been im £ 
ably good. 7

Inspection of Scales IC 

In accordance with the Weights and Measures Act and Regulations lie 
Chapter 212, Section 50, I carried out the annual inspection of scales under a 
authority as Terminal Elevator Scale Inspector with the help of my AssistC 
in the following elevators—all terminal elevators at Port Arthur and I 
William; the Canadian Government Interior Elevators at Moose Jaw, Sas r 
toon, Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge; those elevators discharging graiq, 
vessels at tide water at the Pacific coast and the National Harbours B( r j 
Elevator at Port Churchill for which certificates of verification were issued. 5C 
Owing to the transfer of Mr. P. J. Marples, it was necessary for mi 
conduct the inspection of scales in elevators licensed as Eastern Elevator: 
required under the Weights and Measures Act, and for which certificate 
verification were issued. 

Semi-annual inspections of practically all scales in the Western Divi 
were made, and also special inspections of scales in elevators in the Eastern 
Western Division were made whenever thought necessary. 

The weighing of large quantities of grain from temporary storages 
meant considerable extra work for this Branch, and the stocks in store in t! 
temporary storages has now been greatly reduced. 

Car Shortages 

Considering that over 353,000 cars of grain were handled in the Wes 
Division, very few complaints of shortages have been received. All compla 
received were thoroughly investigated and where the investigation warrac 
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ljustments have been made. There are still legitimate complaints of shortages 
ceived on the outturns of cars, cause of which is difficult to determine, but 
jparently due to cars leaking and coopered in transit, theft of grain from cars 
)th in transit and in the Railway Yards in spite of the careful measures taken 
r the Railway Companies to prevent it. 

essel Shortages 

Reported shortages on the outturns of vessel cargoes ex the Lakehead and 
lloaded at Eastern Canadian and American Ports continue to show about the 
,me average shortage as in previous years. The general average reported 
.yortage on wheat cargoes loaded during the year and unloaded at Canadian 
■Yd American Ports was 27-67 pounds per thousand bushels. There were 2,160 
,rgoes loaded at the Lakehead elevators during the crop year. 

The Montreal representative of this Branch attended to several complaints 
here mishaps occurred, both when unloading canal vessels and delivering grain 
" deep sea vessels to the satisfaction of all parties concerned. Very few corn- 
faints were received from shipments made from Atlantic and Pacific ports, but 
®.ose received were thoroughly investigated and reports submitted to the 

■ oard.

Ilf The annual weighover of all grain in store in all Public Terminal and Semi- 
FLiblic Terminal Elevators and the top four grades of wheat and the two top 
dliades of garnet wheat in Private Terminal Elevators in the Western Division 
here conducted during the crop year wherever it was possible to do so, and in 
mses where it was found impossible to weighover, an estimated audit was made 
lai required under Order in Council P.C. 5298. In elevators in the Eastern 
ivision operating under an Eastern Elevator licence, all grain was weighed over 
earing the year as required under the Act, or estimated as required by Order in 
mouncil P.C. 5298. Statements of the correct quantities of the various grades 
iv store in each of the above elevators which were weighed over, were prepared 
t this Branch and forwarded to the Board to permit of the adjustment of 
itstanding warehouse receipts in Public and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators 
id the establishment of overages in Terminal and Eastern Elevators in accord- 
lice with the Provision of Section 138 and 138A of the Canada Grain Act. 
sratements of all estimated audits that were conducted under Order in Council 
istC. 5298 were also prepared and forwarded to the Board.

Jl Sirs,—I beg to submit the following report of the operations of the Cana¬ 
dian Government Elevators for the crop year 1944-45. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

The interior elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmonton and 
g Lethbridge and the elevator at Prince Rupert, B.C., were all operated during the 
3 entire year under Public Terminal Elevator licences. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The elevator at Port Arthur, Ont., continued to be operated by McCabe 
Bros. Grain Co. Ltd. under lease covering a term of five years from August 1, 
*1944. 

TARIFF OF CHARGES 

The tariff of charges for handling, storing, cleaning and drying of grain 
-remained the same as that in effect the previous year. 

VOLUME OF GRAIN HANDLED 

As will be seen from the statement below, the amount of grain received into 
“the elevators during the crop year was 4,772,978 bushels greater than that 
-received during the previous year. Shipments from interior elevators amounted 
to 9,693,745 bushels, an increase of 3,559,196 bushels over the previous year. 
Shipments from Prince Rupert were 101,999 bushels, making total shipments 
'from all points 9,795,744 bushels. 

Stocks in store at July 31, 1945, amounted to 10,778,159 bushels which was 
205,419 bushels greater than the amount in store July 31, 1944.

ts Gross earnings for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1945, amounted to 
5858,929.12 and expenditures $516,195.25, leaving a surplus of $342,733.87, 
compared with $662,466.37 in the previous fiscal year. 

This decrease of $319,732.50 is accounted for by reductions in revenue 
from storage $136,473.11 and cleaning $63,594.35 and an increase in maintenance 
q,expenditures of $95,014.04 due to the extensive repairs to the wharf and gallery 
[^supports at Prince Rupert elevator. 

Following the procedure of former years no provision is made in the finan¬ 
cial statements to cover depreciation of plants and equipment, but, as stated 
above, the expenditures for maintenance of these are included in operating 
costs.

Sirs, — I have the honour to submit the following summary report on 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1945. ie 

During the year the writer made extended visits to the United States ai^J 
to Great Britain to study the quality requirements of markets for certain grai“ 
and grain products in these countries. During January and February, Mr. T. j r 
Harrison, Assistant Commissioner for Manitoba, and the writer spent five weey 
in the United States visiting the principal maltsters and maltster-brewers I 
study their requirements with a view to maintenance and expansion of tl 
market for some 30 million bushels of Canadian malting barley per year whil'd 
has recently developed. As a result of the information collected during thh< 
visit, and by virtue of research on malting quality in this laboratory and els n i 
where in Canada during the past ten years, certain changes in the grades fP 1 
barley were subsequently adopted by the Board. These involved the segreg, 
tion from grades 2 and 3 C.W. barley of the white and yellow smooth-awnr 
varieties, and the establishment of two special grades for this type of barle; 
These changes were well received by the United States maltsters for whom tht 
were made. It is unfortunate that no advantage could be taken of them durii 
the fall of 1945 owing to the embargo placed on the export of barley because 
the shortage of feed in Canada. 

During November and December the writer visited Great Britain to stud 
the changes that had taken place in milling and baking practices during tl 
war and the effects of these and of government policies on the quality requir 
ments of the British market for Canadian wheat and flour. Valuable contaci 
were made with the leading cereal chemists in the United Kingdom, and info 
mation was also collected on the latest advances in laboratory methods, and 
cereal chemistry generally, in that country. Reports on various parts of tl 
information thus collected are in preparation. 

The need for expansion of the staff and facilities of the Grain Researi 
Laboratory after the war was anticipated by the preparation of detailed plan 
and authority to proceed with these was obtained in December. The rebuildii 
of the staff, which was diluted during the war by the substitution of untraim 
girls for experienced men who left to join the forces or to take part in w 
research, has already commenced. Ex-servicemen recently appointed to tl 
staff include three university graduates, D. K. Cunningham, B.A., G. N. Irvin 11 
B.Sc., A. E. Pauli, B.A., and 0. B. Peters, R. J. Cheale, and H. C. Blac 11 
appointed to the sub-professional staff. During the year the laboratory l(r 
an able member of its staff when Mr. W. J. Eva, who had been with us for l a 
years, resigned to take a position as Chief Chemist of the St. Lawrence Floi 
Mills Company, Limited, Montreal. Several of the girls who had worked i 
the laboratory during the war also resigned for one reason or another. 

In spite of difficulties created by changes in staff, the laboratory was ab 
to maintain all services at a normal level during 1945. The collection at 
study of samples of new crops in order to provide information for the Wester 
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Committee on Grain Standards presented no special problems. The quality 
:haracteristics of durum wheat, barley, and flax were similar to those of the 
receding year, but hard red spring wheat was appreciably higher in baking 
trength than in 1914. Crop bulletins dealing with the quality and protein 
:ontent of hard red spring wheat, durum wheat, barley, and flax, and a coloured 
nap for spring wheat were printed and distributed during the fall. As in 
>revious years, assistance was given in the preparation of tentative standard 
amples and tentative export standard samples of bread and durum wheats, 
I9tnd supervision of moisture tests in all offices of the Inspection Branch was 
ontinued. 

Studies of new varieties of bread wheat were continued in co-operation 
vith the Associate Committee on Grain Research and the Northwest Crop 
improvement Association. In the report for 1944 it was noted that steps had 
leen taken to re-establish the more extensive testing of a selected group of 
lew varieties by collaboration with cereal chemists in the United Kingdom and 
he United States. The collaborative study initiated late in 1944 was success¬ 
fully completed early in 1945, and a further study of varieties grown in 1945 is 


tow under way. The value of these studies in establishing the confidence of 
^ Jnited Kingdom millers in Canadian test methods, and in the care taken in 
felecting new varieties for possible distribution, can hardly be overestimated. 

tl During the year the laboratory forwarded to the Board 42 reports, 19 of 
hifvhich were published. The published reports included the Annual Report of 
tthe laboratory, four crop bulletins, and five press releases giving preliminary 
information on the quality of spring wheat and barley. In addition, the fol- 
i lowing papers have been published or are in press in various scientific journals.
